UILL ON MllWEB 


Next to Senator Jones, of our own 


State, ex-Senator Hill, of Colorado, is 
good authority on the silver quastion 
and when he says there is vital objec- 
tion to ,'ncreasing the weight of the 
diver dollar we agree with him. "No 
one can 1ell yet what the new ratio be- 
tween silver and gold should be. If we 
ahould increase the weight of silver, anc 
there should then be a slight advance in 
the price of silver in the market, which 
i» almost sure to occur, your coinage 
•would all disappear, as the bullion woulc 
command a premium. If, oi] the other 
hand, silver should further decline, you 
•would still be coining what is called a 
debased dollar. One fact everybody is 
bound to admit, and that is that the 
production of gold has fallen so much 
that it is below the actual demands for 
consumption in the arts, including the 
demands from Asia. My belief is thai 
the silver production, which has declinec 
•lightly, will decline still more. The 
great silver mines of the world seem to 
be exhausted, and there are no indica- 
tions yet than any othera will take their 
place. It is only twelve years since 
silver commanded a premium over gold, 
and it will cot be at all surprising if 
within tea years it should do so again. 
If there was an immediate danger of any 
disparity between our silver and gold 
coin, I should favor some change, but it 
is perfectly safe to say that we can con- 
tinue to coin silver for the next fifteen 
years at the present rate without bring- 
ing any depression in the value of our 
silver coin. Long before that time the 
course which this country should pursue 
trill baoome perfectly clear," Of all the 
plans that have been proposed for a 
compromise, none of them are satisfac- 
tory to Senator Hill's mind. The proper 
policy is to wait, and the silver problem 
-will settle itself. With so many uncer- 
tainties as to what the future will bring, 
it seem to him it' would be exceedingly 
unwise to attempt, at this time, to final- 
ly settle our monetary policy with regard 
•to silver. And with the example of 
France before us, where $537,000,000 of 


• silver are kept on an exact par with 
.gold, to say that we are going to be "all 
broken up" with $200,000,000 is, in his 
judgment, all nonsense. "No," . the 
Senator repeated, "it will not be possi- 
ble to stop the coinage of silver at this 
session, in my judgment)"

Deieret, under the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints was incor- 
porated, shall be repealed and annulled 
and that the temporal affairs of the 
church shall be managed by a Board of 
Trustees to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent oi the United States by and with 
the consent of the Senate, and shall 
close up the institution as rapidly as 
possible under the direction of the Sec- 
retary ot the Interior. The Attorney 
General is directed to institute and pros- 
ecute proceedings to forfeit and escheal 
to the United States all property owned 
by ,(1)8 Mormon Church, except the 
buildings used for public worship, and 
the Secretary of the Interior in directed 
to sell aud invest the proceeds for the 
benefit of the public schools. "The Per- 
petual Emigrant Fund Company" are 
also annulled, aud the Attorney Gener- 
al is directed to dissolve the corporation, 
to pay its debts, to dispose of its prop- 
erty and devote the proceeds to the ben- 
efit of the schools.

The Ohio Supreme Court has decided 


the case of Scofield, Schurver & Teague 
against the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Railway iu favor of the plaint- 
iffs. They are independent oil refiners 
of Cleveland and sought to enjoin the 
railroad company from granting the 
Standard Oil Company lower rates for 
carrying oil from Cleveland west than it 
granted them. They claimed that lower 
rates were given the Standard Oil Com- 
pany by giving them a rebate on the 
regular tariff. The case was decided by 
Judge Blanden of the Cayohoga Common 
Pleas, and the question raised was re- 
sumed in the District Court and the 
case brought direct to the Supreme 
Court where it waa argued a few weeks 
ago and has just been decided in favor 
of the firm. 


Chicago is preparing a royal reception

A 
great many would say, "well, why did 
they not do ao before?" They have at- 
tempted it often, but were unsuccessful. 
The Chinese bad a monopoly of tbe 
business, would wash all day and iron 
all night, and the poor washerwoman 
was forced to fiud other employment. 
The 
recent 
Chinese agitation has 


wrought wonders in this matter, and 
now every person vho can is en- 
deavoring to find a place where he «an 
get his linen washed by white women. 
Especially so is this the case in this city, 
and yesterday almost as many little 
girls were to be seen on the streets with 
laundried linen, returning the same to 
the owners, as were Chinamen. One 
gentleman who came into the editorial 
rooms of this office yesterday, said he 
knew of at least a dozen families who 
had been dependent upon the charity of 
friends and the donations of benevolent 
associations, who were now able to sup- 
port themselves comfortably by this in- 
dustry. The clothes they wash, they 
said, are free from the dingy, smoky, 
Chinese swell we have become so accus- 
tomed to, the; little rips are neatly 
sewn up, misBiqg buttons replaced, and 
we are reminded of the good old days 
when th» labor waa performed by hon- 
est women. This is the first round in 
tbe ladder that in [supposed to reach 
that point from which it is said "the 
Chinese must go."

Old settlers notice a sioiJarity be- 


tween the weather this Winter and that 
of 1867-8. 
Then the weather was mil 


and heavy rains fell at intervals during 
November and December. On Christ- 
mas day, 1867, there was a heavy rain 
storm, and the snow melted on the 
mountains, i.icept on the highest peakc. 
On January 2d it commenced snowing, 
and the storm continued until the snow 
was over a foot deep in the valleys. 
The storm was followed by severe cold 
And the stages went on runners from 
Unionville to Idaho for five or six weeks, 
fct that time there were not very many 
cattle in the county; white sage was 
abundant in many of the valleys, and 
slock did cot suffer for feed. Now the 
•white sage is fed close, and if the 
months of January and February ensu- 
ing should be as severe as in 1868, cat- 
tle will suffer unless they are fed hay.
